The lots are 30 by 40
feet and on them houses will be
built,” using principally 50 old
streét cafs which have been do-
nated by the Los Angeles Railway
company, which will be converted
into two-room dwellings. Arrange-
ments have been made by Mrs, .
R. Walters, 'who 'has been placed
in charge of the work of securing
donations for the enterprise, for
the hauling of these street cars on
trucks to the site. Other donations
of grass seed, nursery stock and
other requisites for landscaping the
little tract have been given.

The Standard Pipe Company has
donated pipe for' the water mains
which will carry water to each
house. Gladding-McBean is giving
tile for the sewer system which
will terminate in a large cesspool,
and another firm has given several
thousand salvaged brick for build-
ing walks, foundations and  other
necessary purposes. All the work
of building the houses, installing
the pipes and plumbing and bring-
ing the tract to a state of useful-
ness, will be done by the families
who move on to it. Trades of all
kinds are represented, carpenters,
electricians, plumbers, and work-
men  skilled in many trades, will
find a haven’in the new tract.
